Eight  N.  Y.  A.  project  structures  will 
ultimately  be  built  on  the  campus 
here,  according  to  Tad  Reid,  en¬ 
gineer  in  charge. 

At  present  three  dormitories  are 
under  construction,  and  work  will 
begin  on  three  more  before  the  end 
of  the  school  year.  Beside  the  dorm¬ 
itories,  a  recreation  hall  and  a  din¬ 
ing  hall  have  been  planned  and  will 
eventually  be  built. 

Designed  by  D.  N.  Valk,  head  of 
\he  industrial  arts  department  here, 
the  buildings  will  be.  built  with  a 
wood’  framework  and  covered  on  the 
exterior  with  a  brick  veneer- 

The  group  of  buildings  will  be 
located  west  of  the  pines  and  direct¬ 
ly  north  of  the  athletic  field. 

Excavation  and  concrete  pouring 
has  been  done  by  N.  Y.  A.  labor  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  W.  P-  A.  skill¬ 
ed  workers.  Each  dormitory  will  be 
thirty-six  by  fifty-six  feet,  with 
sleeping  quarters  on  both  first  and 
second  floors.  Also  on  the  ground 
floor  will  be  a  lounge,  fireplace  and 
reception  hall.  Each  building  is  in¬ 
tended  to  house  thirty  boys.| 

The  dining  hall  will  seat  250  per¬ 
sons  and  will  also  serve  for  class 
rooms,  office  purposes  and  storage, 
rooms. 

At  present,  it  is  thought  the  new 
library  should  be  ready  for  occupa¬ 
tion  by  the  beginning  of  the  sum¬ 
mer  term.

Championship  Comes  to  Green  and 
White  First  Time  Since  1931; 
Locals  Undefeated  and  Untied

Our  very  own  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  Bearcats  es¬ 
tablished  themselves  as  1938  football  champions  last  Friday  afternoon 
when  they  decisively  trounced  the  Cape  Girardeau  Indians  15  to  0  on 
the  College  field.  The  victory  not  only  gave  the  Bearcats  the  confer¬ 
ence  title  for  the  first  time  since  1931,  but  it  also  enabled  them  to  re¬ 
main  one  of  the  steadily  decreasing  number  of  major  elevens  to  be  un¬ 
defeated  and  untied. 

In  whining  Friday’s  encounter  the 
Bearcats  had  far  from  an  easy  con¬ 
quest  as  the  Indians  played  a 
courageous  game  from  start  to  fin¬ 
ish.

How¬ 
ever,  tile  second  quarter  proved  to 
be  their  nemesis.  In  that  one  event¬ 
ful  quarter  the  charging  Bearcats 
pushed  over  two  touchdowns,  a 
safety,  and  a  point  after  the  first 
touchdown  for  an  average  of  a 
point  a  minute  for  the  period. 

Although  the  15  points  registered 
in  the  second  period  were  all  that 
the  Bearcats  actually  scored,  they 
crossed  the  Cape  goal  line  on  two 
other  occasions  only  to  be  denied  a 
touchdown  once  by  a  penalty  and 
once  by  the  gun  at  the  half.  Other 
statistics  of  the  game  show  the 
Bearcats’  superiority  better  than  the 
final,  score,  for  they  outgained  the 
1937  champions  almost  seven  to 
one,  tallying  17  first  downs  and 
performing  the  unusual  feat  of 
holding  their  hapless  opponents  to 
a  blank  in  this  department. 

As  the  first  period  got  under  way 
with  Pelc  returning  the  Cape  kick¬ 
off  to  the  35  yard  line,  the  thought 
uppermost  in  each  spectator’s  mind 
was  not  which  team  would  win,  but 
how  much  the  Bearcats  would  win. 
Much  to  every  one’s  surprise,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Indians  buckled  down  to 
their  work  and  prevented  the  Bear¬ 
cats  from  making  a  serious  threat 
throughout  the  entire'  first  period.- 
With  both  forward  walls  playing  a 
stellar  game  defensively,  Bemau 
and  Hays,  big  Cape  tackle,  engaged 
in  a  punting  duel  that  found  the 
ball  exactly  on  the  midfield  stripe 
as  the  quarter  ended. 

It  was  the  first  time  this  season 
that  the  Bearcats  had  been  blanked 
in  the  first  quarter,  and  it  must 
have  been  ranking  indeed,  for  the 
green  and  wijite  warriors  lashed  out 
in  the  second  quarter  with  all  their 
usual  fury  to  put  the  game  on  ice. 
After  an  exchange  of  pujits,  Mc¬ 
Laughlin  intercepted  a  pass  on  his 
own  40  yard  marker  nnd  returned  to 
the  Cape  42.  Reital’s  pass  to  Mc¬ 
Laughlin  was  good  for  a  first  down 
on  the  25,  and  Cape  took  time  out. 
Bernau  picked  up  six  yards,  and 
then  raced  to  the  two  foot  mark  be¬ 
fore  being  knocked  out  of  bounds 
by  Hoeh,  Cape  halfback.  Bernau 
lost  a  yard  at  center,  but  charged 
through  on  the  next  play  for  the 
touchdown.  Pelc  converted  a  place¬ 
ment  for  the  extra  point  and  the 
Bearcats  were  leading  7  to  0. 

Pelc  kicked  off  over  the  Cape  goal 
line  and  the  ball  was  put  in  play  on 
the  20.  On  the  first  play,  Weber 
fumbled  and  Molllbrls  spilled  him 
for  a  12  yard  loss.  Hays  went  back 
to  punt  from  behind  his  own  goal 
line  and  a  bad  pass  from  center 
caused  another  fumble,  Molltorls 
and  Cox  downing  the  kicker  fo$/a 

safety.  ■  ‘  : . . 

The  Indians  kicked  from  their  20 
to  the  Bearcat  28,  McLaughlin  re¬ 
turning  to  midfield.  A  forward  and 
lateral,  Reltal  to  McLaughlin  to 
Pelc  carried  to  the  20  yard  .  line. 
Bernau  picked  up  10  yards  and  Pelc 
crashed  to  the  one  yard  line.  Two 
line  plays  and  a  five  yard  penalty 
netted  a  six  yard  loss,  then  Reltal 
passed  to  McLaughlin  for  the  touch¬ 
down.  Pelc’s  kick  was  wide,  and  the 
half  ended  a  moment  later  with  the 
ball  on  the  Cape  45  yard  line.

With  all  the  dignity  deserving, 
a  college  head,  Shrout  assumed  his 
duties  Thursday  morning,  walked 
into  his  office  in  Room  203  with  a 
dignified  air,  and  plopped  his  feet 
upon  the  highly  polished  desk. 

“I’m  out,”  he  informed  the  presi¬ 
dent’s  secretary, 

Then  Shrout  called  for  a  press 
conference.  “Boys,”  he  said  to  a 
single  reporter  sent  in  by  the  editor 
for  the  interview,  “I’ve  a  statement 
to  make.’  The  reporter  grabbed  for 
his  pencil. 

"Seriously,’  he  began,  “the  stu¬ 
dents  of  this  College  should  be 
proud  of  the  fact  that  our  faculty 
can  turn  things  over  to  us. 

"Although  our  classes  undoubtedly 
have  not  been  conducted  on  as  high 
academic  level  as  they  would  have 
if  the  faculty  were  here,”  he  con¬ 
tinued,  “as  your  president  I  hope 
each  person  who  was  chosen  to 
teach,  took  it  upon  himself  to  teach 
with  all  his  ability.”  By  this  time 
the  reporter  was  scribbling  furiously. 

“It’s  only  a  few  years  until  we  will 
all  be  out  teaching  for  ourselves,” 
he  concluded,  and  collapsed. 

By  that  time  the  reporter  was  all 
in  a  stew.  "Boy,  this  is  a  scoop,”  he 
cried  as  he  rushed  into  the  news¬ 
paper  office.  And  thus  the  story  that 
somehow  escaped  the  news-editor 
got  into  print.

.John  L-  Tildslev,  Associate  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  New  York  City,  writing  in  BUSINESS 
EDUCATION  WORLD  has  the  following  to  say 
about  The  Teacher’s  Responsibility: 

“Sucli  simple  virtues  as  honesty, , truthful¬ 
ness,  consideration  for  others,  dependability, 
faithfulness,  are  not  found  in  every  home  from 
which  our  pupils  come.  Nor  are  they  always  to 
be  found  in  I  he  man  on  the  street,  not  even  in 
high  places.  On  the  teacher  rests  the  tremendous 
responsibility  of  personifying  in  herself  the  vir¬ 
tues  these  aspiring,  bui  embryo,  secretaries  must 
possess.  She  must’  not  depend  entirely  on  tlie  in- 
fluence  of  unconscious,  or  even  conscious,  imita¬ 
tion.  She  must  he  truthful  herself,  and  by  con¬ 
scious  technique  she  must  inculcate  in  her  pupils 
a  new  philosophy  able  to  overcome  harmful  iir 
flueuces  of  home  and  environment.  Most  untruth 
is  due  to  want  of  courage . . 

“  Dependability,  another  quality  which  exec¬ 
utives  rate  highly,  may  he  built  up  even  in  seem¬ 
ingly  unpromising  boys  and  girls  by  the  teacher 
who  is  herself  dependable.  Such  ,a  teacher  never 
assigns  a  task  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  child, 
but  she  also  never  fails  to  exact  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  the  task  thus  assigned*  Day  after  day 
the  boy  or  girl  must  be  given  an  opportunity  for 
self-directed  activity  and  held  strictly  to  account 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  task.  Responsi¬ 
bility  once  assigned  must  never  be  delegated  to 
another.  . .  ..... 

“One  thing  we  are  ready  to  admit,  is  that  in 
the  past  we  have  trusted  too  much  to  accident. 
We  have  worked  directly  for  knowledges  and 
skills  and  we  have  trusted  to  secure  the  funda¬ 
mental  virtues  as  by-products  of  efforts  purpose¬ 
ly  dime, ted  to  other  ends.  Business  executives 
maintain  that  the  most  vital  elements  in  the  sec¬ 
retary  are  personal  qualities  and  a  cultural  back¬ 
ground.  By  the  latter  they  mean  ;all  the  cultural 
experiences  to  which  the  person  has  been  exposed 
and  which  lie  1ms  made  so  much  a  part  of  himself 
that  they  have  become  a  constant,  inner  force 
making  for  a  richer  and  fuller  life,  at  home  as  well 
ns  in  business. 

“Matthew  Arnold,  in  one  .of  his  essays,  de¬ 
fines  culture  as  acquaintance  with  the  best  that 
has  been  said  and  done  by  the  race,  and,  in  air 
othen  essay,  as  tire  struggle  for  perfection  and 
the  will  that  perfection  shall  prevail . 

“I  have  seemingly  -unloaded  on  the  teacher 
of  stenography  the  entire  task  of  educating  the 
boy  and  the  girl.  At  least,  I  have  assigned  to 
her  the  task  of  enlisting  and  organizing  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  all  the  teachers  to  which  a  given  pupil  is 
exposed,  so  that  these  richer  elements  in  the 
stenographer ’s  equipment  may  be  perfectly  har¬ 
monized.  What  a  satisfaction  it  will  bo  to  you 
to  realize  that,  even  if,  having  acquired  tliese 
characteristics,  the  boy,  in  manhood,  enters  one  of 
the  professions,  ,or  the  girl,  in  womanhood, 
chooses  as  her  life  work  the  care  of  a  family,  yet 
both  have,  received  an  education  as  indispensable 
for  the  chosen  career  as  for  secretarial  work  it-

College  High  Four 
Helps  Pass  Bills  at 
Mock  Legislature 

Four  students  of  the  College  High 
School  took  part  in  the  mock  leg¬ 
islative  assembly  held  Saturday  at 
Maryville  High  School.  At  the  leg¬ 
islative  assembly,  Uventy-two  bills 
were  brought  up  and  discussed.  Out 
of  the  twenty-two  introduced,  five 
were  passed  and  four  were  defeated. 

The  assembly  passed  bills  that 
would  provide  for  direct  election  of 
the  president  of  the  United  States, 
for  uniform  marriage  laws,  for  the 
nations  of  the  Western  Hemisphere 
to  form  an  alliance  to  enforce  the 
Monroe  Doctrine,  and  for  retirement 
of  teachers  on  federal  pensions  at 
the  age  of  sixty. 

The  legislature  rejected  a  bill  that 
would  have  given  the  president  a 
third  term  of  office,  one  that  would 
have  given  the  federal  government 
control  of  preservation  of  natural 
resources,  a  measure  to  abolish  war 
debts,  and  a  bill  to  provide  for  an 
alliance  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain. 

Of  the  fourteen  schools  represent¬ 
ed,  each  one  of  them  presented  one 
or  more  bills  to  the  house.  These 
bills  were  referred  to  one  of  six  com¬ 
mittees;  trade  relations,  foreign  af¬ 
fairs,  education,  war  and  peace, 
highway  and  traffic,  and  wnys  and 
means. 

The  committee  met  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  to  pass  on  bills  referred  to  them 
and  each  measure  was  discussed  on 
the  floor  of  the  legislative  body  in 
the  afternoon.

"Little  more  than  the  shouting  remains,”  quotes  one  football  editor  of  ft 
nationally-known  newspaper,  "for  the  Maryville  College  Bearcats."  Not 
since  the  victorious  reign  of  1931  have  the  Bearcats  “come  forth”  with 
such  splendid  results, 

- ]  In  a  recent  interview.  Coach  Ry- 

iand  Milner  stated,  "There  are  no 
plans  for  any  post-season  games  at 
present  and  It  is  doubtful  if  any  will 
be  made."  In  acknowledgement  to 
the  lact  that  there  arc  many  bowl 
games  ahd  few  excellent  teams, 
Coach  Milner  replied,  “The  bowl 
games  are  held  for  the  larger 
schools  only.” 

Looking  at  the  team  as  a  whole,

The  titleholders  have  scored  156 
points  to  their  opponents  26  points 
and  hold  the  record  of  keeping 
their  opponents  from  making  a 
single  first  down  in  the  champion¬ 
ship  game. 

Bill  Bernau,  the  leadkig  scorer  of 
the  M.  I.  A.  A.  is  about  midway  in 
the  standings  of  the  leading  scorers 
of  the  nation.  Gaylon  Smith,  half¬ 
back  of  Southwestern  Memphis,  is 
the  nation’s  high  scorer  with  a 
total  of  97  points  in  8  games.  Ber¬ 
nau  is  only  four  points  under  Hall, 
speedy  Mississippi  halfback,  with 
an  even  sixty. 

The  “educated  toe”  of  Stanley 
Pelc  has  booted  him  to  the  top  of 
the  ranking  place  kickers.  He  has 
ocmpleted  13  out  of  18  attempts. 
This  record  places  him  one  point 
above  Vic  Bottari,  California’s 
backfield  star.
